U. sJ Army AirCorps. Will'speak t.o the 
meeting of the George Washington 
branch of the American Society of 
Mechanical Engineers, to be held to- 
night at 7.30, in Room 17 of Corcoran 
Hall. Lieutenant Quesada will discuss 
thp practical side of aviation, .Illus- 
trating his talk with his- personal ex- 
periences. 

The meeting promises to be of un- 
usual interest. Lieut. Quesada is wClb 
known in Washington, having attended 
the public schools hete before entering 
the Army. His exploits as a pilot have 
brought him wide attention. These 
exploits include participation in the 
refueling endurance flight of the Army 
airship. "The Question Mark,” and 
piloting General Fechet, Chief ,of the 
Air Corps, to Labrador when the Ger- 
maji transatlantic plane, "Bremen,” 
was forced down there.
